tu re should subm it to a vote of the 
I eople a c o n stitu tio n a l a m e n d m e n t 
au th o rizin g Ute issuance of bonds 
to re p ay th e counties w h a t th ey 
have put up fo r sta te and natio n al 
highw ays, and provide fo r th e e x ­ 
peditious co n stru ctio n of o u r sta te 
highw ay system . Such a proposed 
a m e n d m en t barely failed of su b ­ 
mission to th e people at th e last 
session of th e legislature. 
Tax Plan Clarified 
T h e a m e n d m e n t which I advo­ 
cated, as is well know n, expressly 
provided th a t th e bonds an d in­ 
terest should be paid from a tax on 
gasoline or o th er m o to r fuel, and 
the tax should be paid by the users 
of th e road, and no tax should be 
levied upon physical p ro p e rty for 
the p a y m e n t of th e bonds or th e 
in terest. 
This 
proposed 
a m e n d ­ 
m ent, which I su p p o rted , provid­ 
ed th at th ese bonds should never 
becom e a c h arg e upon th e visible 
p ro p e rty ; th a t is, the hom es, farm s, 
ranches, cattle, live stock and p e r­ 
sonal p ro p erty , am i th a t this p ro p ­ 
erty should never be tax e d to r e ­ 
tire th e bonds. 
T he a m e n d m en t f u r th e r provid­ 
ed that no part of the school rev ­ 
enues from the gasoline tax should 
be diverted to th e re tire m e n t of 
the bonds. 
My position has been m is-stated, 
as will be found by an e x am in atio n

come a ch arg e o r liability against
